With the exception of 10 per ¢ent-=il
the money raised from the sale of
these Christmas seals will be kept in
the territory to be used in anti-tuber-
cular work. The 10 per cent sent to
the National Red Cross Society goes
toward paying for he cost of the
seals, advertising literature, mail and
express charges. In addition the na-
tional society redeems all umnsold
stamps. It is figured that they make
about 5 per cent profit on the transac-
tion, this money being held for use
wherever the work of the society is
neeaed.

WASHINGTON—Discovery of a

Under the terms of the act, holders
of foreign patents have only to regis-
ter their certificates at the branch
office of the United States commis-
sioner of patents, on the exposition
grounds, to secure full protection for
their ‘articles or designg in this eoun-
try until three years after the exposi-
tion closes.
